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ADVISORY ACTION 

[1] The request for reconsideration in the response filed 4/25/2005 has been 
considered, however the amendment does not place the application in condition for 
allowance. The amendment to the claims filed 4/25/2005 would appear to overcome (in 
part) the rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, (fflj [[7], [8], and [9] parts 
[a]-[d] of the Office action mailed 1/26/2005) and overcome the rejection under 35 
U.S.C. § 101 as set forth in the Office action mailed 1/26/2005. However, the 
amendment has not been entered because the amendment raises new issues that 
would require further consideration, raises the issue of new matter, the amendment filed 
4/25/2005 is not in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121, and the sequence listing filed 
4/25/2005 does not comply with the sequence rules. Reasoning for non-entry of the 
amendment is provided below. 

[2] New issues - the amendment presents newly added limitations that would 
require further consideration of the claims and a new search. 

[3] New matter - the amendment introduces a sequence identifier, SEQ ID NO:4, as 
a limitation into the claims. Applicants cite support for this amendment in the 
specification at p. 4, lines 22-25, which discloses GenBank Accession Number 
1771281 . According to applicants, this Accession Number corresponds to the sequence 
of SEQ ID NO:4. However, it is noted that the examiner can find no statement in the 
specification that this Accession Number is properly incorporated by reference. ("Mere 
reference to another application, patent, or publication is not an incorporation of 
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anything therein into the application containing such reference for the purpose of the 

disclosure required by 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph.) See MPEP 608.01 (p). 

[4] Non-compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 - see attached "Notice of Non-Compliant

[6] Applicants' arguments in the amendment filed 4/25/2005 have been fully 
considered.
